Champ Clark, Floor Leader Under­ 


wood and other democratic leaders 


apparently are agreed that it will be 


necessary to pass, daring the present 


session of congress, legislation pro­ 
viding for the temporary levying of 
special taxes in order to overcome 
the dwindling customs receipts from 
foreign imports. 
The democratic leaders are not so 
certain that it will be necessary to 
invoke the power that may be pro­ 
vided iii a special 
“war 
levenue” 
measure. 
At 
Hie 
same 
time 
many 
of 
them 
seem 
to 
think 
that 
if 
congress 
is 
going 
to 
adjourn 
before 
the 
beginning 
of the December session power should 
be bestowed upon the president to 
levy such taxes whenever be may 
find it necessary, in order to replen­ 
ish the United States treasury*. 
There has been much discussion of 
a possible revenue measure for sev­ 
eral days past, 
It is considered that 
the treasury just now is in good con­ 
dition . However, with foreign impor­ 
tations practically at a standstill, and 
no assurance of a speedy termination 
of armed strife in the great exporting 
nations of Europe, the present sur­ 
plus will vanish in thin air iii the 
very near future. 
Speaker Clark does not take so 
pessimistic a view of the European 
situation as some leaders. 
Tie said 
yesterday: 
“I 
believe it is possible tnat the 
war 
in 
Europe can be stopped as 
quickly as it was started. 
On the 
other hand it may run indefinitely. 
It is possible that peace migut come 
on the eve of what was destined to 
be tile greatest 
clash 
of 
military 
forces in the world’s history. 
If the 
war is short, it w ill hardly be neces­ 
sary to invoke the taxing power of a 
war revenue law. 
If it is long drawn 
out, some such 
temporary 
revenue 
measure must be provided, 
ii would 
be comparatively easy to prepare and 
pass such a measure through con­ 
gress . Just what it would contain, 
of course, has not yet been deter­ 
mined.” 
Members of the Missouri delegation 
are a unit iu the belief that emer­ 
gency revenue legislation should he 
passed 
before 
congress 
adjourns. 
Most of them would like to go home 
and get into the campaign for re­ 
election, but will remain here if there 
is any danger of a quorum being 


broken. 
It is conceded on all sides that the 
brewers will be among the first to 
feel a war revenue tax measure if 
one is put into operation . At present 


London, 
Aug. 
l l . —Many German 
spies were arrested today in Belgium. 
Fighting evidently has occulted on 
the Rnsao-German frontier, as six 
carloads of German prisoners are re­ 
ported to have passed through Vilna 
on their way to the Russian frontier. 
The Russians have concentrated a 
considerable army iii Finland, thus 
disposing of the German reports of 
the landing of a German army corps 
there. 
Bulgaria, apparently, is mobilizing 
all her forces, as she announces, to 
prevent violations of her neutrality. 
United States diplomatic officials 
in Europe have a further task since 
yesterday of looking after French in­ 
terests in Austria and Austrian in­ 
terests in France. 
A state of war has been proclaimed 
on southern provinces of Poland Rus­ 
sia. 
Funds seized in Berlin Wnks by 
Germany 
amounted 
to 
twenty-five 
million dollars. 


The German cruisers Goeben and 
Breslau still are at large in the Med­ 
iterranean, according to reports. 
Aviators are at work constantly on 
the frontier of France and Germany, 
endeavoring to observe the concen­ 
tration of the respective armies. 


Belgian Women Act as Defenders, 
Paris, Aug. ll.—According lo a spe­ 
cial newspaper dispatch the women 
workers in the Belgian national arms 
factory at Herstal, just outside of 
Liege, defended that village against 
the German attack.

The first 
day of Hie third week, or when it is 
desirable to begin the change, the 
daily feed would be eleven pound; of 
whole milk and one pound of skim- 
inilk; the second day, ten pounds of 
whole milk and two pounds of skim 
milk, and so on until the complete 
change is made. 
It Is just as essen­ 
tial to feed the skim-inilk warm as 
the whole milk, although when the 
calf gets larger and stronger, six to 
ten weeks old. a gradual change to 
cold milk may be made. 
Allow' the calf a clean, airy paddock 
or box stall in which to get exercise. 
Give him some well cured hay, such 
as timothy aud . clover, or timothy 
alone, as soon as he will eat it, which 
will be when he is from three to four 
weeks old. Alfalfa in small quantities 
may be fed, but with this roughage 
there is danger of the calf’s eating 
more than he can properly digest. 
Grain may be fed as soon as he will 
take it. and for this purpose a mixture 
of bran and crushed oats or crushed 
oats alone is recommended.

They should be worked regularly to 
insure exercise but their work should 
be moderate and at no time such as 
to endanger the lives of the unborn 
offspring. 
A ration consisting of oats, coni, 
bran and mixed hay is highly satis­ 
factory, the quantity of each being 
governed by the condition of the mare 
and labor performed. 
Constant care 
and observation on the part of $he 
teamster and the feeder greatly de­ 
creases the liability of accident. 
The date of the birth of foals should 
be governed by conditions surround-

Change From Whole Milk to Skim 
Must Be Gradual— Allow Young­ 
ster Clean, Dry Paddock. 
Supplemental Cow Feed. 


For green feed to supplement the 
pasture during

W e have found It desirable to keep 
on hand an adequate supply of light 
partitions and mangers for construct­ 
ing pens for the ewes as fast as need­ 
ed. 
In this way the flock can have 
the run of the whole sheep barn or it 
can quickly be subdivided as the oc­ 
casion may demand. 
It will be found 
very convenient to have a light man­ 
ger that can be made fast to the cor­ 
ner of each pen, so that roughage may 
be fed regularly without being tram­ 
pled under foot and made unpalatable. 
Ewes should have plenty of good, 
nutritious food during the winter, not 
only to maintain a good flesh condi­ 
tion, but to nourish the unborn lambs. 
Roughage alone is not enough. A light 
ration of grain should be fed regular­ 
ly. 
A proper mixture of oats, barley, 
corn and peas will give good results. 
For roughage, clover or alfalfa hay 
and ensilage will furnish about the 
right proportions of bulk and succu­ 
lence. 


The Value of Sheep. 


The sheep farm is notable for the 
absence of weeds, the condition of the 
fences and the general neatness of ap­ 
pearance. 
Sheep make the soil more 
fertile, furnish two sources of income, 
wool and mutton, and are usually as­ 
sociated with the best system of farm­ 
ing in every country.

they are left in a comfortable stable. 
Better that they be left In A roomy, 
clean, well ventilated stable qr .pad­ 
dock while their dams are at work. 
If there be more than one they .'Will 
furnish company for one another and 
can he left in the same paddock. 
It 
Is necessary# however, that the foals 
be allowed to suckle more frequently 
than the regular feeding time during 
the first two months of their life it 
they are to do their best. 
Besides being allowed to remain 
with their dams at night and at feed­ 
ing time, the mares should be brought 
to their foals once about the middle of 
the morning and evening. 
Great care should always be taken, 
however, that the foals are not a1- 
low’ed to suckle while the mares are 
very warm for this practise will soon 
develop into digestive troubles.

Railway Results for July.
